(also known as rupture or breach) without knowing

And this is as it should be, for the interest of 
the army of snide merchants who exploit hernia.

by any other means than surgery is assuredly a 
happy accident and never attributable 
to salve, 


plaster, or any external appliance. 
In young ba- 


bies the proper support of the hernia may favor a 
natural cure after a few months: in older children 
or adults^ no matter what treatment or supp'ort 
or care may be given a hernia natural cure is so 
rare that it is foolish to hope for it. Not a few 
adults with hernia, uninformed or misinformed as 
most adults are about the subject, have been in- 
veigled into the hasty assumption that they are 
"cured" because the bulging: or protrusion hap- 
pens to be unapparent for a time, r suppose every 
physician has encountered victims of hernia who 
are victims also of hernia or rupture chalatans. 
even to the extent of having signed testimonials 
of "cure" under such a false conception. 
The fa- 


cility or. in the case of the very Ignorant, the eager- 
ness with which people give testimonials regarding 
treatments or remedies of every description is only 
another instance of man's inhumanity to man. 


A hernia is in itself a handicap upon a!! physical 


activity, and-for that reason alone an adult is fool- 
ish to go through life with an uncured hernia. But 
a hernia is more than a mere handicap: it is a 
constant menace to life itself,- for in any case, 
child or adult, irrespective of the care or 
treat- 


ment which may be 
employed, 
strangulation— 


which means shutting off of circulation in the por- 
tion of intestine or other structure in the h'ernia— 
may occur, and when this happens, only an emer- 
gency operation can save life. 


Hernia in new born infants, cither navel rup- 


ture or congenital, inguinal (groin) protrusion, not 
rarely undergoes a natural or spontaneous cure if 
the hernia is reducible (the protruding structure re- 
placeable in the abdomen) and a suitable support- 
ing dressing- or truss is kept constantly applied to 
keep it reduced. There is practically no hope of 
such cure if the protrusion recurs repeatedly.

river about seventy miles below the city 
of Ottawa, and just above Two Mountains 
lake, at the other end of which the river 
runs out into Lake St. Louis and the St.

Shoals, but .with this difference, that the 
400.000 horsepower of electrical energy 
capable of development there would have 
to find its market in the United States forty 
miles south. Sir Adam staunchly fought 
this turning over of a Canadian natural 
resource to a private concern for sale to 
Americans. 


He was of a rather super-patriotic Ca- 


nadian type which would make Canada as 
largely as possible a self-contained produc- 
ing territory for its own people. Canada 
has some 18.000.000 horsepower of po- 
tential hydroelectric force in its streams 
as against 28.000,000 horsepower in the 
United States. But the Canadian power 
is largely in territories where climate or 
soil make its use exceedingly improbable 
for years to come. When Canada is able 
to find an immediate sale outlet for some 
of'this energy. Mr. Beck's opponents have 
urged that it should not hesitate—any 
more than Americans have hesitated to 
rush across the border and establish fac- 
tories and branches to get their own prod- 
ucts into Canadian markets.

Select the small cucumbers, about 


100 of them, and cover with cold wa- 
ter for an hour. . Place, them in a 
crock and add a brine solution In 
the proportions of one cup ,of coarse 
salt to a gallon of water. Allow the 
cucumbers to soak for 48 hours and 
be sure 
that they are tightly cov- 


ered, witH a plate during the last 24 
hours. 
While in the brine, the sal', 


draws out the water ,in the pickles 
and leaves them shriveled and tough. 
If canned in this manner they would 
continue to be tough, but they are 
not ready to be put in jars at this 
stage. 


Soak the pickles in vinegar for an 


hour in order that the water may 
go back into them again and they 
may be tender and turgid. 
(If the 


sugar is added at this time they are 
apt to remain shriveled.) After soak- 
ing in vinegar, 
pack in 
sterilized 


jars, and pour boiling 
spiced and 


sweetened 
vinegar over them, an6 


seal. 
The amount of sugar 
may 
be 


varjed according to taste, 
although 


one cup of sugar is considered a sat- 
isfactory amount for 100. two-inch 
cucumbers. The spices may be fresh- 
ly, ground in the coffee grinder ant 
tied in muslin bags if the housewife 
prefers to have the vinegar remain 
clear in the jars. For this quantity 
of cucumbers it is well to use one 
stick of cinnamon, one teaspoon' of 
whole cloves, one teaspoon of -whole 
allspice and a bay leaf. If the vine- 
•gar is too strong it is well to dilute 
it, it, since too strong vinegar ends to 
soften the pickles too much.

Every so often some reformer be- 


vails the passing of the great Ameri- 
can home. 
He points out that it 


s the bulwark of the nation'and that 
ts imminent decay means our down- 
fall. 


I believe there are a great many 


things to worn' about before we take 
up the downfall of the home. I be- 
lieve the home-making instinct 
and 


the home-loving 
instinct are' too 


firmly embedded in 
our 
fiber 
to 


decay. 
But I believe home life is under- 


going a change—anfl a change for 
the better. I believe it is being in- 
dividualized and simplified. 


This was impressed on my mind 


during my last visit to Xew York. 
A friend of mine who owns a large 
house which she has had made into 
small apartments tola me she had 
difficulty jenting them because they 
had no kitchens. 


The building is in the heart of the

and a

kitchens of my 
childhood, bigger 


than whole apartments now.

institution, but it ivas not' easy on 
mother or the hired girl, who didn't 
get as much in a month as the mod- 
ern maid gets in a week, with .time 
to herself and a definite schedule of 
duties that she doesn't exceed. 
Those large, sprea'd-out homes are 


almost impossible today, unless one 
is very wealthy, or unless a woman 
is willing to give every minute of 
her time to it.
